Fred in Three Weeks -— Hard- 
‘Worked and Under-Paid Clerks - 
Distress of the State Officers and 
Deputies Over the Billi to Cat Dewan 
Salaries — No Relief for Couety 
Officers The State’s Insane, and the 

State Prison. 

Carson Crrx, Jan. 22. 

Editor Gazette:—The third week of 
the Nevada Legislature has passed 
and three bills have been sent to the 
Governor tor his approval, costing the 
State so fer about $35,000, The En- 
rolling Clerk of the Senate has eoroll- 
ed one bill, and received 20 days’ pay 
eso. ‘The Engrossing Clerk has 
had three billa, costing the State $180. 
The Copying clerks have had little or no 
work, also the ¢vief committee c erks, 
who have each received the same 
amount--$180. 4 bill passed the 
Assembly .yesterday, and is now being 
enrolled for the Governor's approval, 
which cuts these-clerks out, also some 
smaller positions, and reducing the 
pay of all clerks; thereby saving the 
State $8,000 per pession of the Legis- 
lature. 

The Constitutional Amendment re- 
ducing the members of the Legislature 
— 75 to 50 passed the Senate. 
There is also a billin the Assembly 
providing for the same object. 

THE HOBART BILL, 

A howl is being seat up by the 
State Officers and their deputies on 
the Hobart Bill, reducing their salar- 
ies; the law to go into effect, as far as 
-the deputies are concerned, July 1, 
881. rue deputies receive now $250 
per month, besides extra compensation 
for clerking fur different State Boards. 
The latter is cut off entirely, and the 
-alary reduced to $150 per month. Of 
course these gentlemen say it is an 
outrage, and that they are worked to 
death, etc., but there are twenty or 
more men now at the Capital who are 
fully competent to fill any of these 
positions, and who would gladly take 
any one of them at $150 a month and 
have a steady thing, Senator Hobart 
must certainly understand what he is 
doing, having held a State-office for 
several years, aad he has the experi- 
ence of Senator Schooling, who isin 
favor of a large reduction im the State 
expenses, and says positively that it 
must be done. If these men say the 
salaries ars too high, they should be 
besded by the members of the Legisla- 

ure, who should act accordingly. The
